The English Snarrow. 


These little pests are over running our 
country like the rabbits in Australia. 
Not many years ago they were imported 
into Portland, Me., New York and Phila- 
delphia, and now there is hardly a village 
or hamlet that is not overrun with them. 
Even the Rocky Mountains did not stop 
them for they are far more numerous in 
the Pacific States than any native species. 
The reason for this is that they multiply 
so fast. Each pair raises three or four 
broods a year, and from four to six ina 
brood, so that makes from twelve to 
twenty-four young for each pair. 

There is nothing attractive about them 
to make any one want them about. They 
are not pretty, have no song, are noisy, 
dirty and decidedly dirty all around. 
Another great item against them is their 
attacks on our native birds which soon 
begin to disappear when the sparrow 
takes up his residence in the neighbor- 
hood. They are not afraid of anything 
and on account of their numbers they 
generally come out of aconflict as victors. 


The Orioles, Robins, Swallows and the 
like are fast disappearing from our large 
cities where these little British Bull-dogs 
have secured a foothold. I once wit- 
nessed a battle between a Blue Jay and 
about a dozen of these Sparrows. The 
Blue Jay happened to light in a _ tree 
where a colony of Sparrows had taken up 
their residence. He was immediately 
pounced upon by the Sparrows, and as 
the Blue Jay is a plucky bird, a battle en- 
sued. They had it up and down for about 
three minutes when the Blue Jay got 
enough and sailed for a more congenial 
climate. 

The English Sparrow will build its 
nest anywhere and especially just where 
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you don’t want it. They build in win- 
dows, cornice work, water-pipes and 
anywhere in fact. This is the principal 
reason why the fancy cornice work is 
done away with on most of our large 
buildings. I once saw the following 
example of their nesting: A painter who 
was painting the cornice work of a build- 
ing had gone to dinner, and during his 
absence a Sparrow chose a site that suited 
him and began to work sv industriously 
that when the painter came back he found 
about a half a peck of stubble on the 
fresh paint, and he had to paintit over. 

I think I have said enough to convince 
you that something ought to be done to 
get rid of these little tyrants.

The Rock-Bridge of Lebanon, 


This remarkable bridge is situated in 
the Mts. of Lebanon in Syria. It spans a 
river called ’Ain-el-Lebn, or Fountain ot 
Milk, and which with another called ’Ain- 
el-’Asil’, or Fountain of Honey, goes to 
form the Lycus, or Dog River of the An- 
cients. The length of the bridge is about 
100 feet, the width 10 and the height 100. 
The visitor can get a good view from the 
bottom of the ravine it overarches, and 
here it presents the appearance of a ‘semi- 
circular arch, slightly oblique, with regu- 
lar abutments.’ 

The scenery is gloomy and rugged and 
is seldom visited. The stream which 
runs playfully beneath the mass of rock 
owes its name to the pleasant sensations 
and images such waters suggest so natur- 
ally to an oriental fancy. Its source is 
direct from the snows of Sunnim, snd 
when it passes through the bridge it en- 
ters a fissure in the rock, from which it at 
last emerges, leaping wildly over a preci- 
pice in a thin sheet of foam. The bridge 
and its surroundings were at one time less 
deserted than they are at the present. A 
hundred yards both westward and south- 
ward of the bridge there exist ruins 
which point back to the period of the 
Roman Empire, relics of a tomb, atemple 


very names. The Dog River, too, into 
which this lonely river ’Ain-el-Lebn flows, 
may be said to be even rich in memories, 
both mythical and monumental, reaching 
far back into primeval time. The name 
it bears is derived from some dim recol- 
lection, even in ancient memories, of 
some dog-like monster chained by fate 
to its mouth, whose barkings or brayings, 
not at the moon but at Neptune, when in 
fury lashed the rocks with his waves, 
were such as to appal the natives of even 
far off Cyprus. It was an ominous howl- 
ing, the tradition goes on to say, which, 
issuing from the brow of a bluff at its 
mouth, when the wind was high, terrified 
the tribes around for days and even years 
after with the boding thoughts of some 
dreadful judgement to which they are all 
doomed. So intolearble, the myth says, 
did the horror become, that they banded 
together as one man, and in the spirit of 
Prometheus, marched defiantly to the 
spot, wrestled, as Hercules himself used 
to do, with the monster, threw him and 
and by combined effort cast his body over 
the rock into the depth of the Sea, 
thus ridding their country of one unques- 
tionable nightmare, and not likely thence- 
forth to trouble it again to the end of 
time. 

The Dog River is rich in monuments 
left by nearly all oriental people. Here 
are also traces of Egypt, Assyria, Persia, 
Phoenicia, Greece and Rome. ‘‘Nowhere 
else,” says Thompson, ‘‘known to me is 
there to be found such an assemblage of 
ancient mementoes as are grouped togeth- 
er in one spot here.””

Such a society as the 
one in question will greatly decrease the 
number of frauds and counterfeiters. 

By being a member you are more liable 
to become acquainted with other members 
who, like you, are archeologists, and 
consequently this society would create a 
friendly feeling among the ‘followers of 


the science. ‘There are many state arche- 
ological societies but they are only con- 
fined toa certain locality. Why cannot 
we have a National society? 

There should not be any restriction to 
the age of a member and therefore do not 
hesitate to send in your name and signify 
your intention to become a member. The 
dues will be reasonable and the benefits 
mentioned herein will more than doubly 
repay the small outlay for dues. Do not 
hesitate, but join at once and be one of 
the organizers. The election will soon be 
held and will be followed by a convention 
which will be held in one of the large 
cities.

CURRENT PUBLICATIONS. 


A journal to be proud of is the ‘‘Ameri- 
can Philatelist” (April.) With its most 
able management and the backing sup- 
plied by the talent embraced in the A. P. 
A. it should be, and 1s, without a peer in 
philatelic journalism. The articles, al- 
most without exception, are of the high- 
est order, and the Association reports are 
presented in very acceptable form. 

The ‘‘American Journal of Philately” 
(April) is even better this month than the 
two previous issues. Mr. Corwin’s arti- 
cle, Onthe Formation of a Collection is 
an exceedingly interesting contribution. 

The ‘‘American Philatelic Magazine” 
(March) makes a very presentable ap- 
pearance which somewhat helps out its 
rather meagre contents. 

The ‘‘Badger State Philatelist” “April) 
has but little aside from its continued 
story. 

The ‘Charleston Philatelist” (April) 
has considerable reading matter but we 
doubt that the constitution of the local 
society will develop much interest among 
the journal’s readers. 

The ‘Youth’s Ledger” (April) has 
fallen intoline with ourselves and adopted 
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the magazine form, much to the delight 
of its many readers. A change has also 
peen made in the name, which is now the 
“Collector’s Ledger,” a very wise change. 
As usual the journal is full of interest. 
A portrait of Mr. John §S. Bixby is given 
and the sketch which accompanies it is 
very bright indeed. 

After a lapse of some time we find the 
‘Collector’s Review” struggling, like the

number appeared in March and announced 
that Mr. Woodworth had _ succeeded 
Messrs. Babb & Carstarphen in the man- 
agement. We hope he will also ‘‘succeed” 
in getting out the journal. We want to 
finish Lieut.

The ‘‘Eastern Philatelist” (April) pre- 
sents aticket forthe A. P. A. that does 
not indorse Pres.

The ‘Halifax Philatelist” (March), 
rather unwisely we think, shows that it 
feels hurt over the selection of one of its 
contemporaries as the official journal of 
the C. P. A. 

The ‘“‘Hawkeye State Collector” (April) 
is another convert to magazine form. It 
also promises to appear weekly! 

The ‘International Philatelic Advertis- 
er” (April) presents a very neat appear- 
ance. Its continued article, ‘Philatelic 
Monstrosities,” is a bright piece of satire 
and merits much praise. 

The ‘National Philatelist” (April) im- 
proves with its second number; it also 
gives a novel excuse for delay in publica- 
tion. 

The ‘Ohio Philatelist” is the name of a 
new paper hailing from Westerville, Ohio. 
Four pages. 

In the March ‘Philadelphia Philatelist” 
Mr. Siddall has an interesting article on 
the Mexican stamps printed on ruled 
paper, etc. 

The ‘‘Philatelic Gazette” (March) is as 
usual full of items of interest. The 
“Manual of Philately” has reached its 
sixth paper. 


It will break Mr. Mekeel’s heart we fear 
to have his A. P. A. slate fail, but the 
ticket bolstered up by the ‘Philatelic 
Journal of America” (May) is bound to 
break in two places. Neither Mr. Harris 
nor Mr. Clotz stand any show of winning 
against the candidates now in the field 
against them. Nine pages and over of 
Major Evan’s Catalogue appear in this 
number; also various society reports, 
which we thought the journal had some 
time ago discarded. By the way, the 
mailing of that auction catalogue with 
the journal, at second class rates is a 
direct infringement of existing postal 
laws, and if the Journal doesn’t look out 
it may lead to the loss of its second class 
privileges. 

A new journal comes tous from Char- 
ottetown, Prince Edward Island;—the 
“Pp, E. L, Philatelist.” It has twelve pages 
and cover and gives promise of attaining 
a good position. One of its contributors 
must have admired Chicago’s much 
abused ‘Phil Atelist,” for he assumes the 
nom de plume of ‘‘Phil Atelist.” 


‘The April ‘‘Quaker City Philatelist” has 
more than the usual amount of reading. 
Its A. P. A. ticket leaves plenty of room 
for its readers to make their own selec- 
tion. 


And now comes another “Q. C. P.” 
the ‘“‘Queen City Philatelist” (March), 
Cincinnati. It follows the example of 
the P. J. of A. and cribs the goddess and 
globe from the cover of the ‘‘Western 
Philatelist.” 

The “Stamp” (April) gives a full page 
portrait of Mr. J. C. Feldwisch—full 
page, we suppose, in order to aid the vice- 
presidential aspirations of the subject.

In foreign journals, in English, the 
London ‘‘Record” takes first rank and is 
always welcome. The ‘Stamp Collec- 
tors’ Journal” we should like better if it 
gave us more to read. The ‘‘Philatelic 
Advertiser” is quite readable and neat in 
appearance. ‘‘Bric-a-brac” has little or 
nothing init. The ‘‘Philatelic Press” is 
quite a readable journal. ‘‘Vinden’s 
Monthly” is very good indeed; tae March 
issue has a good portrait of Mr. Daniel J. 
Davis and much readable matter. 

Messrs. Stanley, Gibbons & Co. have 
issued the second supplement to Major 
Evans’ ‘Philatelic Handbook.” All who 
possess the book will be only too glad to 
get the supplement, and those who do not 
possess it should loose no time in doing 
sO.

Brought into existence by the call of 
the Chicago Philatelic Society, it fulfiled 
its mission as long as the occasion re- 
quired, for the Society now, as a branch 
of the A. P. A., has no need of a journal 
aside from that of the Association. 

In our first issue we promised many 
things; have we kept those promises? It 
is our opinion that we have, and much 
more. Our first volume was marked by 
many events and each issue was eagerly 
sought by our readers, who looked al- 
ways for something new and who were 
seldom disappointed. It was our determi- 
nation to give stamp collectors a worthy 
magazine, and with that objeet in view 
we steadily enlarged and made improve- 
ments throughout the volume. 

It was with some hesitancy that the 
second year was begun. It was finally 
undertaken with the intention to discover 
whether the prestige of the first year’s 
production would have any marked effect, 
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and also with the intention of discontin- 
uing its issue should it not do so. For, 
as far as subscriptions were concerned, it 
mattered but little which issue should be 
the last,—the unexpired portion would 
average about the same at any time. 

After a trial of four months we have 
come to the conclusion that it will be the 
best to suspend publication, The amount 
of profit to be derived is necessarily quite 
small; the amount of time required to 
produce the magazine is far too great 
for us to continue to devote, even to our 
favorite pursuit. Hence the natural con- 
sequence. Stamp periodicals have come 
and gone, but none remain with us very 
long, except as the mouthpiece of some 
business venture, or of some Association. 
In making our farewell to our readers we 
wish to state that what we have done has 
been with the best interests of philately 
always at heart. We have undoubtedly 
made mistakes—who does not?—but it 
has been our endeavor to avoid such. We 
have made a host of friends who, we 
trust, will remember us kindly; we have 
also made some enemies whom we hope 
to make friends in the time tocome. To 
all alike we wish godspeed and all possi- 
ble success in their undertakings. 

ARRANGEMENTS have been made witb 
our old friend, John M. Hubbard, to fill 
our unexpired subscriptions. His excel- 
lent journal, the Cunrtostry WoRLD, is 
now making rapid progress in philatelical 
matters, and it will in future number on 
its staff of contributors the editors of this 
magazine. In order that no subscriber 
may feel himself aggreived by this trans- 
fer we hereby offer to refund the amount 
due any subscriber who will notify us 
that he is not satisfied with the arrange- 
ments we have made.”
